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Your MagicSpin drive, like all other electronic equipment is static sensitive. Please take the proper precautions 
when handling the drive. Avoid touching the IDE connector pins! 

Before installing the drive into your system, make sure the jumper setting is set correctly. 

¥Master Mode: If the Combo drive will be the only device connected to the IDE cable (gray 
ribbon) , it should be set to Master (MA) . 

To set the drive as the Master drive, move the jumper to the MA position as 
shown above. 

¥Slave Mode: If the Combo drive will be sharing the IDE cable with another device, one 
device should be set as Master and the other set as Slave (SL) . 

To set the drive as the Slave drive, move the jumper to the SL position. 
¥Cable Select: Is an alternate method of determining master/slave settings. The CS setting 
is rarely used except by some computer manufacturers . 

To utilize Cable Select (CS) , move the jumper to the CS position. 

Note: Cable Select (CS) mode is not needed unless the drive you are replacing is set to (CS) already. If you are 
unsure, please contact your computer manufacturer. 
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¥ATTACHING YOUR COMBO 
DRIVE TO YOUR COMPUTER 

1. Turn off the PC. Remove the computer s cover. Please refer to 
your computer s User' s Guide on how to remove the computer' s 
cover. 

2 . Locate an empty 5 1/4-drive bay within your computer. Please 
refer to your computer' s User' s Guide 
for assistance. Slide the Combo drive 
into the empty bay. 


3. Secure the drive with the 
appropriate screws . 



4 . Connect the IDE cable into the E- IDE to Interface connector on 
the back of your drive . Make sure to align the redlined edge of 
cable with Pin-1 of the IDE connector. Connect the audio cable 
if necessary. Again check your jumper setting s from the 
previous section (Hardware Installation) . 

5. Connect an available PC power supply cable to the back of the 
DC input connector. 

6. Connect the IDE cable from your Combo drive to your 
motherboard s primary or secondary IDE port. If you have 
installed the audio cable to the drive, connect it now to your 
motherboard or sound card CD- IN connector. 

7. Re- attach the computer s cover. 

8. Reconnect all power cords to the computer, and turn your 
computer on. 

9. Some users may have to adjust the BIOS Settings in the 
computer to detect your new IDE device. If you are unsure, 
please contact your computer manufacturer.

Note: if the installation program does not autoplay, run 
D:\Setup.exe where D:\ is the driver letter of your Combo 
drive 

3. Enter the serial number when asked. 

(The Serial Number is located on the Power DVD CD sleeve). 

4. Reboot your computer at the end of the installation.
